FORMALDEHYDE POISON, 
WILL CAUSE DEATH 


Formaldehyde is poison, the 
themist’s definition, and, when 
taken in considerable quantity, will 
cause death. It has been used in 
such small quantities in milk that 
it is a debatable question among 
chemists and physicians whether it 
is injurious when used that way. 
The majority of authorities, how- 
ever, declare that milk to which 
formaldehyde has been added is in- 
jurious. The principal objection to 
it is that it conceals filth, or pre- 
serves unclean milk. Physicians 
say that when dairymen’s methods 
are cleanly there is no necessity for 
the use of formaldehyde. 
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Iilinois farmers and milk shippers 
this week will be given a preliminary 
hearing in St. Louis before the United 
States Board of Foéod and Drug In- 
spection in the Federal grand jury room 
for having added formaldehyde and 


water to the milk shipped into St. Louis. 

For several months Government milk 
inspectors have heen watching Ilinois 
milk producers and taking samples of 
the product shipped to this city. 

_Dr. Wiley, chief of the food division 
et. the. Agricultural Department, has 
er known that St. Louis was receiv- 
ing ure milk from outside shippers. 
ate last September anu early in Octo- 
ber Dr. W. D. Bigelow worked out of 
Bt. Louls on the railroad lines over 
which most of the milk was shipped 
into~ St. Louts, with a large staff of 
inspectors. The roads covered by the 
inspectors were the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Clover Leaf, the Big Four and the 
Southern. These roads reached most of 
the milk towns which supply St. Louis. 


Samples of Milk Taken, 


The inspectors took samples of milk 
from the cans of the shippers as they 
arrived at stations in various towns 
from the farmers or creameries, an- 
other sample on the cars of the milk 
trains, and still another when the cans 
‘arrived in St. Louis just before they 
were carried away for distribution by 
the receivers. 

These samples were immediately 
taken to the laboratory of the City 
Chemist, which was turned over to 


them by City Chemist Buckland for. 


properly facilitating their work. 
About 1500 samples were taken. and 
examined, and reports of the analysis 
were sent under seal to Dr. Wiley in 
Washington. It is known that many 
samples were found to contain formal- 
dehyde, and that a great many more 
showed water had been added. It was 
so late in the season when the samples

Government Prosecutor Declares 
Former Chicago Banker Stole 


Millions From Institutions. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—Assistant United 
States Attorney Robert W. Childs, open- 
ing the argument against John R. Walsh 
before Federal Judge Anderson today, 
Spent three hours reciting the history 
of the Chicago National Bank, the Equit- 
able Trust Co. and the Home Savings 
Bank in an effort to convince the jury 
that the banker had a constant criminal 
intent in his mind throughout the clos- 
ing. days. of his career as Chicago's 
financial autocrat.’ He delivered a ter- 
rific arraignment of Walsh. 

“John R. Walsh's intent is plain in his 
retention today of more than $20,000,000 
of property, much of which he admits 
he bought as trustee,’’ declared Childs. 

“If Walsh’s transactions were legal 
the Chicago National Bank is the pres- 
ent rightful owner of millions. He as 
trustee should have turned over this 
great wealth to the Clearing House As- 
sociation.’

FEAR FOR KAISER’S LIFE 





Wilhelm Compelled to Post- 
pone Auto Trip Because 
of Uprisings. 





BERLIN, Jan. 13.—There are few 
signs to be noticed this morning of tne 


violent scenes of yesterday, when 


demonstrations for a general suffrage in 
Frussia resulted in a series of encoun- 
ters with the police, excepting a certain 
effervescence in the districts of the cit) 
where the working ciasses live. 

The city ambulance stations treated 
more than one hundred wounded. Of 
these 28 persons, including three police- 
men, were seriously injured. The po- 
lice in their encounters yesterday had 
a difficult task in overcoming the tac- 
tics of the infuriated women among the 
demonstrants. They clung to. the 
bridles of the policemen’s horses in 
efforts to stop the charges. 

Dispatches received here from_ the 
provinces deciare that the demonstra- 
tions yesterday in favor of suffrage re- 
form were enthusiastic. Resolutions in 
favor of manhood suffrage were tele- 
graphed to Prince von Buelow. In Es- 
sen 10,000 people paraded the streets 
singing the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ and ‘‘Sons of 
Freedom.” The police made ineffectual 
attempts to bar the progress of the agi- 
tators. 

In Cologne the police dispersed various 
processions by barring the streets and 
there were a few unimportant collisions. 
Frankfort, however, was the scene of 
a street fight between. the police and the 
manifestants, in which a number of 
persons were injured. 

Holds Socialists Responsible. 
At _tedays session” 0; 
Landtag, Minister of the Interior Von 
Moltke referring to the events of yes- 
terday, declared that the Socialists alone 
would be responsible for the conse- 
quences in case of further demonstra- 
ticns. He added that the Government 
had decided to repress by every means 
in its power any attempt to disturb 
peace and order. 

Just how serious was 
not develop until today, 
known that, fearing a hostile attack 
would made upon him, the po- 
lice virtually compelled Emperor Wil- 
liam to call off a motor-car trip he inad 
planned for the day. 

The police record, made public today, 
shows that 124 persons were hurt, many 
of them seriously, during. the rioting. 
Notice has been given that in event of 
further disorders, the police will shoot 
to kill. 

The bold hint made by Socialist ora- 
tors at yesterday's meetings that vio- 
lence would alnjost surely follow any po- 
lice attempt tg end their campaign has 
opened ‘all eyes to the real gravity 
of the situation. 

All night heavy police patrols guard- 
ed the streets to prevent disorders. To- 
day they are still on duty, although the 
danger ig not regarded as so threaten- 
ing, because most of yesterday’s dem- 
onstrators are at work. 

30,000 in Manifestations. 

Chancellor Von Buelow’s recent curt 
declaration that secret voting at elec- 
tions would not be permitted was the 
cause of a large popular demonstration 
yesterday, directed by Socialists. It 
ended in rioting that necessitated po- 
lice charges on the crowd. At least 
30,000 organized Socialists, supported by 
nearly a8 many sympathizers, partici- 
pated in the manifestations of disap- 
proval in the streets against Chancellor 
Von Buelow. 

One of the remarkable features of the 
day’s uprising was the number of wom- 
en who engaged in the demonstrations, 
and they appeared even more earnest in 
their activities than the men. 

Notwithstanding the Police Commis- 
sioner’s warning that repressive meas- 
ures would be applied, many thousand 
Socialists gathered in the morning at the 
600 local headquarters of the various 
districts of the capital, and thence pro- 
ceeded, in groups, singing revolutionary 
songs, toward the eight halls in the 
city, where mass meetings had been 
announced.

here. Her husband was popular as a 
Republican politician. That she could 
have written such letters seemed be- 
yond belief to those who had known her 
for years.. To her intimate friends she 
denied -authorship of the letters. To 
the public she refused, until seen by the 
Post-Dispatch reporter, to say a word. 

Mrs. McNamara and her husband, 
James V. McNamara, talked freely 
to the representative of the Post- 
Dispatch. It was the: first statement 
either had given out. They said they 
wished their denial of the letters to ap- 
pear first in the columns of the Post- 
Dispatch. * 

Mr. McNamara is about 35 years old. 
He is chief Deputy Sheriff of Jackson 
County. He and Miss Snell were mar- 
ried six months ago. 

“I know we are up against a bad legal 
battle,”” he said. ‘Wick Snell, who is 
fighting to break the will, is worth per- 
haps a quarter of a million. He is the 
nly son of Col. Snell and he is so greedy 
for all the estate, which I understand is 
worth upward of a million dollars, that 
ne is willing to blacken the reputation 
of his father. He is doing that for mon- 
ey. And to get it he not only ruins the 
good name of his father, but he is seek- 
ing to ruin the reputation of my wife, 
the favorite relative of his father. 

“We are going to Clinton to defend 
the good name of Col. Snell and the 
good name of my wife. 

Never Heard of Letters. 

“My wife never saw or heard of these 
letters until she read them in the news- 
papers. I don’t Know where they came 
from, but it does not seem impossible 
that a man who would assaii the char- 
acter of his father for money, as Dick 
Snell is doing, would hesitate to do 
other things. Dick Snell is old enough 
to realize what filial respect should be. 
He is 66. 

“My wife and I fee! that the papers 
have been very unjust to us. The let- 
ters published have not been introduced 
in evidence. They are reported to be 
held under guard somewhere. The pa- 
pers should not have printed them. I 
am glad the Post-Dispatch is going to 
give the other side and do us justice." 

Mr. McNamara was asked if Col Snell 
had bought the home in Kansas City. 
“Perhaps so, and perhaps not. Wa 
don't wish to go upon record in that 
matter now’ You know our case is on 
trial and our lawyers have told us not 
to talk. We simply wish at this timo 
to deny the letters. We believe we ought 
to do that. All other matters will be 
explained fully by my wife when she

goes upon the witness stand in Clin- 
ton. 

“We wish vou would state that Dick 
Snell was well provided for by his 
father in his lUfetime. Dick Snell 
was practicing law in Kansas 
City, and was not very suc- 
cessful, when his father sent for him 
and gave him the bank in Clinton. He 
just gave it to him outright and Dick 
owns it now and is independently rich.”’ 

“Now he seeks‘to create the impres- 
sion that his father cut him off with 
only $50 a year. Col. Snell did provide 
well for him in giving him the bank. 

“At the trial there undoubtedly will be 
letters read that were written by my 
wife to her grand uncle. And there may 
be a great deal of affectionate language 
in them, but you must remember that 
she was only a girl when she wrote 
them, and she was very fond ‘of her 
grand uncle, as he was of her. She had 
few relatives.’ Her father was dead. 
And she loved and respected this aged 
relative, who was so kind to her. The 
idea that there was anything improper 
in their relations is preposterous, and I 
don’t think they will ‘ever dare to try 
and prove it in court. 

“Another thing; did you notice that 
none of the letters produced so far bore 
any date? That is significant in itself.”’ 


Father a Blacksmith, 
The father of Mrs. Mabelle Snell- 


McNamara was a blacksmith in Em.- 
poria, Kan. After he died, 15 years ago, 
his widow and Mabelle, the only daugh- 
ter, moved to Kansas City. That was 
10 years ago. The: lived at Thirteenth 
and Charlotte street and Miss Snell 
worked as a stenographer. They ap- 
peared to have plenty of money. All 
their associates were of good social 
standing. Miss Snell was vivacious and 
fond of society. She was a member of 
an afternoon card party and other so- 
cial clubs, and she and her mother often 
entertained in their own home. There 
was never a breath of scandal against 
Miss Snell until the suit to break the 
Snell will began. 

It is a peculiar thing that few of the 
friends of Miss Snell in Kansas City 
ever heard of the rich granduncle until 
the will suit began. To a few of her 
young women friends she confided that 
She had a rich uncle in Illinois and 
she told them that she disliked him. 
A young woman who was the Social as- 
Ssociate of Miss Snell said: 

““Mabelle told me about the uncle and 
said she expected he would leave her 
some money when he died. She told ma

'she disliked the old man.” 

None of the associates of Mabelle re- 
member seeing Col. Snell in Kansas 
City. 

Son Practi¢ed Law. 

Richard Snell, the only sen, who is su- 
ing to break the will, was for years a 
practicing lawyer in Kansas City and is 
well remembered there. He was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Lyon & Snell. He 
was quite a politician in a local way 
and at one time he held the office of 
County Accountant. 

James V. McNamara, the husband of 
Mabelle Snell-McNamara, is a nephew 
of the noted ‘‘‘Bishop’’ McNamara, who 
went about the country twelve or fifteen 
years ago lecturing against and denounc; 
ing the Catholic church. He asserted 
that he had been a bishop of that church 
and had voluntarily renounced it. On 
the other hand, the assertion was made 
that he had been unfrocked and expelled 
from the church. 

During the A. P. A. excitement of 1b 
years ago, ‘“‘Bishop’ McNamara was 
mobbed in the streets, his cab riddled 
with stones and bullets and he and his 
pretty young wife barely escaped alive. 
To escape a crowd he stayed in hiding 
in the home of James V. McNamara’s 
father, and was taken frem there by the 
police and placed in Jail for safekeep- 
ing.

MINISTER’S WIFE IS 
DEFENDED BY DAUGHTER

CHAMPAIGN, Ill, Jan. 
Hamilton, the 16-year-old 
daughter who was one of the late Mil- 
lionaire “‘Tom’’ Snell’s beneficiaries in 
his old age, declared today at the Alpha 
Chi Omega sorority house at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois that the letters from 
her father to Col. Snell, filed as part of 
the suit to break his will, do not really 
reflect upon her father, her mother and 
herself, and that in time they will be 
explained. 

Mrs. Lura Hamilton is ill with nervous 
prostration, having been removed from 
ths hotel here to a private santarium 
for treatment after the letters were 
filed. Her whereabouts and the where- 
abcuts of the Rev. E. A. Hamilton, her 
husband, are Kept secret, 

The letters were filed 10 days ago at 
Clinton, where the trial of the suit is 
in progress, with a deposition by the 
Rev. Dr. 8S. H. Whitlock of Danville, 
presiding elder of this district, who iden- 
tified the handwriting of the notes 
thanking the aged _ millionaire for 
ehecks of $100 and $200 and begging him 
for $1000, with invitations to visit the 
preacher's home and have a “good 
time,”” as the handwriting of Pastor 
Hamilton. A note on the back of one 
of the letters written by Mrs. Hamil- 
ton addressed Col. Snell as “darling.” 


Minister and Wife Leave 
Mrs. Hamiiton left Newman when she 
heard the Rev. Dr. Whitlock haa been 
summoned to Clinton to identify the let- 
ters, and she became ill the following 
day. The letters were not made public 
until Saturday. It was then she and 

the minister left the hotel here. 


“The wrong construction has been put 
on those letters,” Eelna Hamilton ex- 
claimed, in tears. ‘‘Father will be able 
to explain it all away. I do not see why 
they had to drag innocent persons into 
that dreadful suit.’’ 

Further than this Mfiss Hamilton re. 
fused to talk, saying she and her father 
had agreed notto discuss the letters in 
detail at this time. Sheisa slim, dark- 
eyed girl, with masses of black hair. 
Her friends at the sorority house are 
faithful to her, and declare that she is 
innocent of anything questionable in 
connection with the rich old rafiroad 
builder of Clinton.

He asked me how 
I liked the play and I told him not 
much. 
Discussed Speculation. 


“Thaw asked me what I was doing in 
Wall street. I told him I was not spec- 
ulating any more. He told me he liked 
Amalgamated Copper and the Steel 
stocks. He considered the former a 
good purchase, as they were doing an 
enormous business, and anyone who 
bought them could make a lot of money. 

“IT told Thaw I was to sail for Europe 


the following Thursday. He asked me 
what ship I was going on and I said 
the Deutschland. He said he didn’t like 
that ship, as she broke down too much. 
I told him she was fast and that she 
suited me. 

“Then he asked me if I was ‘very 
much married.’ I asked him what he 
meant and he said: ‘Are you above 
meeting a very nice girl?’

Stopped Thaw’s Story.

‘“‘He started to recall a circumstance 
about two men and a woman, but I 
stopped him, declaring I was too young 
then to remember.

RIO SANEIRO, Jan. ar ee ma- 
jestically into the harbor here at 3:15

astic Brazilians. 


But the cordiality of the welcome was 
tempered by apprehension. News from 
Pernambuco told of ugly rioting on 
shore by 200 American sailors of the tor- 
pedo fleet, which arrived there the day 
befor: 

Sailors Attack Police. 

The trouble at Pernambuco began 
among the American sailors themselves. 
The police of that city undertook to 
restore order and the men from the flo- 
tilla attacked the police for interfer- 
ing. The net result of it all was that a 
large number of sailors were severely 
handled and 20 were locked up in the 
city prison charged with being intoxi- 


cated. 


The Braziljan squadron of three bat- 
tleships, one cruiser, three gunboats and 
some small torpedo craft, sailed at 4 
Pp. m, Saturday to meet the American 
battleship fleet at and escort it. into 
the harbor. 

By noon 300,000 people, in holiday at- 
tire and mood, gathered along the Beir- 
amar boulevard and on the hills of Ti- 
juca and Corovono and wildly cheered 
the grandest spectacle ever witnessed 
in South America. Stretched out in one 
long line the battleships steamed slowly 
through the passage into the bay. 


Officials Visit Ships. 


As soon as the anchorage was made 
the Brazilian Minister of Marine, Ad- 
miral Alencar, the Captain of the Port, 
and American Consul G. E. Anderson, 
the commandants of the naval divisions 
and the civic authorities, went on board 
the Connecticut and extended a hearty 
welcome to Admiral Evans, his officers 
and men. 

Tater the chief officers of the fleet 
landed early and went gt once to Petrop- 
ojis, where they were guests at lunch- 
eon of Mr. Dudley, the American Am- 
bassador. This afternoon he is to pre- 
sent them to President Penna at the 
executive palace, and tonight a banquet 
Will be given in honor of the visiting 
officers. 

Admiral Evans is suffering so "greatly 
from rheumatism that he has ordered 
Admiral Thomas to represent him at 
various functions on shore. 


Many Fetes Planned. 


On Monday, Jan. 20, a banquet of 600 
covers will. be offered to Admiral Evans 
and his men and on Tuesday a fare- 
well entertainment will be given aboard 
the flagship Connecticut. On Wednes- 
day, Jan. 22, the fleet is scheduled to 
leave the Brazilian capital, followed by 
21 Brazilian ships.

Washington Has Not Heard 
That Contracts Are Held Up 
for That Reason. 




















WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The War 
Department has not been informed as 


yet of the reported withholding of the 
contract for the construction of the 
fortification in Hawaii for the aHeged 
reason that Japanese were really the 
lowest bidders. 

Investigation here shows that only a 
limited amount of foundation work is 
now in progress there and the officials 
see no reason why any line should be 
drawn on account of the nationality of 
those, who are to do this work, the na- 
ture of which cannot be concealed, so 
that they would hesitate before they re- 
jected the lowest bid on that account. 
The principal work now on hand in 
Hawaii consists in the construction of 
two sets of mortar batteries for which 
Congress has specifically appropriated 
$300,000. , 

Work to Cost $1,100,900, 

One of these batteries is located .at 

Diamond Head, the great promontory 


commanding the entrance to the harbor 
at Honolulu, and-the other is on the 
point at the entrance to Pearl Harbor. 
In addition to these large works there 
are some rifle gun emplacements near 
Quarantine and along the water front 
of Honolulu... This year's’estimates con- 
template the expenditure of $1,110,000 to 
perfect the fortifications of the Sanid- 


wich Islands, and for that amount it 
is said an impregnable naval base can 
be obtained on the Island of Oahu. 

A breakwater is under construction in 
Hilo Bay on the Island of Hawaii, but 
as this is not complete Honoluiu and 
Pearl Harbor are the only harbors 
which now could be*used by naval ves- 
se hs,

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THE TWO-CENT RATE JUSTIFIED. 

Many a blessing comes in a forbidding guise, 
and so in numerous cases, no doubt, the two- 
cent passenger rate laws have helped and not 
afflicted the railroads. 
| The figures given by Attorney-General Hadley 
in his recent speech are understandable as well 
as instructive. He shows that under the old 
3-cent a mile rate for some and cut rates and no 
rate at all for others various railroads, admittedly 
doing a profitable passenger business, realized per 
mile rates as follows: Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, 1.88; Wabash, 1.77; Missouri Pacific, 1.88. 

In nearly every case in which the 2-cent rate 
has been established by law states have adminis- 
tered an antidote in the form of an act prohibit- 
ing or restricting passes. The pass evil was a8 
burdensome one and it certainly operated not 
only to’ produce inequality and favoritism, but to 
obstruct the natural tendency .toward a reduction 
of rates. 

Railway practice differed in regard to this 
matter, but that there used to be railways which 
carried as many free as paying passengers Can- 
not be denied. The abuse was outrageous in every 
respect and in a sense it was corrupting. It 
worked generally in favor of the well-to-do and 
against the poor. He that had much money rode 
free, while he that had little paid the highest 
price. / 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Hadley, whose tem- 
perate statements were well received by rail- 
road -men, is right in his prediction that there 
will be no further opposition to the 2-cent laws. 
While it may be found that exceptions should be 
made to the rule, the belief is general that in 
most instances it has resulted in benefit rather 
than’ hardship. 

What is of even more importance than that, 
it has removed a popular sense of injustice which 
was reaching a point where it might lead to mis- 
chief. 
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EXILED BY THE GRAND JURY. 

One of the grand jury’s witnesses in the graft 
investigation has left town for a “prolonged visit,” 
it is said. 

By reference to former experience St. Louis will 
interpret this as a promising sign; it means that 
the jury is grinding to some purpose and it marks 
an important stage of the proceedings when men 
begin to flee the jurisdiction.

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| FIRES IN SKYSCRAPERS. 

Officials of the New York fire department and 
leading underwriters have repeatedly asserted 
that fires above the eighth floor could not be suc- 
cessfully fought. 

The complete destruction of a 13-story “‘fire- 
proof” building in Fourth avenue is regarded in 
some quarters as proof of this contention, but 
it is noteworthy that in this case the building was 
used throughout for printing and publishing, and 
that the risks in such places are always deemed 
hazardous. 

Most of the exceedingly high buildings in this 
country are employed exclusively for office pur- 
poses and their safety against fire is due to the 
fact that they contain little inflammable materia] 
and that the danger of ignition is not great. 

A 13-story building is hardly a sky scraper now, 
but evidently it is too high to be devoted to in- 
dustries handling large quantities of paper and 
oils. Except in a general conflagration the true 
sky scraper is protected by the character of its oc- 
cupants as well as by the nature of its con- 
struction.

“G0 BROKE” PAYING BONUSES 


Unless Scheduled Games Are 
Played Striking Students Will 


Be Taxed for Guarantees. 

The treasury of the Athletic Associa- 
tion of Washington University is threat- 
ened with depletion on account of the 
refusal ‘of the students to participate 
in any athletic events. The Advisory 
Board of the association has decided 
that it will have to pay out $400 in 
guarantees to visiting basket ball teams 
whether the games scheduled are played 


or not. 

The Advisory Board had’ pledged it- 
self to pay $150 to the Kansas University 
for two games, $100 to the Missouri 


Universiti, team for two games and 
$150 to Vanderbilt for one game. As 
these basket ball teams are on the road 
and could not play out their schedules 
without the money to be derived from 
the St. Louis games, the Advisory 
Board decided that the bonuses would 
have to be paid. 

The Advisory Board is composed of 
members of the faculty and managers 
of the departments of athletics. It gets 
the receipts from all atheltic events. 
There is said to be enough money in 
the treasury to pay the guarantees to 
the three visiting teams, but if the 
board takes such action on the baseball 
games some assessments may be levied 
on the striking students to pay the 
guarantees. 


CARNEGIE WOULD EMPLOY 














Philanthropist Defends His Found- 
ing of Technical Schools Against 


Criticism of Chicago. Man. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 13.—In a let- 
tet made public here today Andrew Car- 
negie replies to Richard P. Crane, the 
Chicago multi-millionaire, who, in a re- 
cent speech at the railroad men’s ban- 
quet in Chicago, said that Mr. Carnegie 
might have as well thrown int@ the 
lake $12,000,000 with which he built and 
endowed the Carnegie Technicul Schools 
in this city, for all the good that will 
come of them. 

In his letter to Mr. Crane ‘Mr. Carnegie 
says... 
“When I started in business I did not 
know of one technically educated me- 
echanic, but several families in Pitts- 
burg were sending their young men to 
Troy, and especially to Boston.
